“I wasn’t ready for the FBI 
amT the FBI wasn’t ready for 
me/ he said in a telephone in- 
terview. “I was nonproductive 
atltiie FBI. I just never was 
abje to have the opportunity 
to cjevelop the rapport I was 
us£d;to. I couldn’t be as forth- 
coating as I wanted to be.” 
fellingsworth, a former re- 
porter for the Kansas City 
Sti& said the final factor in 
hiq -decision to leave the FBI 
was! assigned to develope a 
course in police-media rela- 
tions for the FBI’s national 
academy at Quantico, Va. 

"i had no desire to be a 
teacher and expressed the 
feejlitig to no avail,” he said. 

Asked if he felt he had been 
forced out of the FBI job, 
Eljbigsworth replied: “Not di- 
reotjy — it wasn’t as if any- 
body held a gun to my head.” 
Elliiigswisorth said he began 
work Monday as director of 
media relations for the Fair- 
fax County, Va., police depart- 
ment 

His resignation was submit- 
ted to Kelley two weeks ago, 
effective last Friday, he said, 
a ‘They wanted a public rela-

IBoston Globe in an interview.

Ellingsworth said there 
wefre “natural barriers” in the 
FBI by which he felt con- 
stricted and indicated his ac- 
cess to Kelley had been cut 
off. 

He said he did not know of 
any plans to replace him at 
the FBI. 
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
